USA “Surrender” to USSR Is Inevitable 


Zionists pressured USA into recognizing as a "sovereign state” 
the 1948 armed uprising by aliens transplanted into Palestine

USA Zionist “Jews” cannot escape their 
responsibility for the international crisis in 
the Middle East. That crisis today confronts 
this country with the greatest threat to its 
existence in all its history, — defeat by the 
USSR in a thermonuclear war. This country’s 
security and survival can be equated with 
an individual having “one foot in the grave 
and.the other foot on a banana peel.” In that 
predicament, one more step in the wrong 
direction must prove fatal, and will un- 
questionably “bury” that person, or any 
nation. Indifference to that danger, by-those 
aware of its existence, and ignorance of that 
danger, by those with little reason to suspect 
its existence, spell disaster for this country. 


- The responsibility of USA Zionist “Jews” 
for this crisis will be found in that May. 15, 
1948 “proclamation” by the armed uprising 
in Palestine by a minority of Palestine’s 
population, consisting of eastern European 
Zionist “Jews?” of Khazar ancestry trans- 
planted into Palestine between 1920 and 1947. 
On May 15, 1948 they “proclaimed” their 
armed uprising a “sovereign state” contrary 
to all internationally recognized norms of 
statehood from time immemorial. 


President Harry S. Truman “recognized” 
that counterfeit “sovereign state” on behalf 
of the USA exactly seven minutes after that 
“proclamation” was made 7,000 miles away 
by an armed uprising of aliens transplanted 
into Palestine for that purpose. President 
Truman was able to extend his instant 
“recognition” to that armed uprising with the 
assistance of his Secretary of State, General 
George C. Marshall, and our present Secre- 
tary of Defense, Mr. Clark Clifford. That 
instant “recognition” by President Truman 
was the price he paid to USA Zionist “Jews” 
for their effective support for him in the 1948 


election in which President Truman was a 


candidate to succeed himself.

during that entire conversation and recorded 
a verbatim available report of the interview. 
President Taft rejected Mr. Schiff’s ulti- 
matum and was defeated in the 1912 election 
as the ‘candidate of the Republican Party by 
President Woodrow Wilson, the candidate of 
the Democratic Party. 


Mr. Bernard Baruch must be given credit 
for the defeat of President Taft and for the 
election of President Woodrow Wilson. The 
author of this article served under Mr. 
Baruch with the 1912 National Democratic 
Committee as confidential assistant to the 
Hon. Mr. Henry Morgenthau, Sr., the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, (the father 
of FDR’s Secretary of Treasury). Mr. 
Baruch’s political sagacity told him that no 
Democrat could be elected in 1912 -under 
existing conditions. Mr. Baruch’s problem 
was to find a way to elect a Democrat to 
succeed President Taft as president. 


The appeal by the Democratic Party to 
farmers was free-trade. The farmers wanted 
to buy the things they purchased at the 
lowest prices. Free-trade permitted the 
products of cheap European labor to come 
into this country at very low prices. The 
South and West were agricultural. The 
appeal of free-trade won a farmer’s political 
support for the Democratic Party. The appeal 
of the Republican Party was for high-tariffs. 
The industries and the workers in the North 
favored high-tariffs to protect the profits of 
industry and the wages of workers from 
cheap European labor. After the great 1893 
depression, resulting from Democratic free- 
trade administrations, the Democratic Party 
was voted out of office in 1896 by a high- 
tariff Republican administration. 


The industries and the workers prospered 
for 20 years under the high-tariff policy of 
the Republican Party. The outlook for 
again electing a Democrat as President 
appeared impossible in 1912. The industrial 
states with large populations had a majority 
of the Electoral College votes, insuring the 
election of a Republican President. The 
agricultural states in the South and West 
had relatively small populations with much 
fewer Electoral College votes. The election 
of President -Woodrow Wilson in 1912 
appeared so impossible. But Mr. Baruch’s 
political sagacity conceived the strategy that 
elected President Woodrow Wilson in 1912.

That is exactly, 
what happened in the 1912 election. It was 
not difficult to drag ex-President Theodore 
Roosevelt out of political moth-balls by 
selling him the idea he was the “indispensible 
man.” The Bull Moose Party was organized 
with ex-President Roosevelt as their candi- 
date to succeed President Taft. The Republi- 
can Party and the Bull Moose Party in the 
1912 election divided the Republican votes. 
The outcome was the election of President 
Woodrow Wilson as the candidate of the 
Democratic Party with less than a majority 
of the popular votes. As Mr. Baruch often 
remarked- to the author of this. article, 
“Everything is impossible until after it has 
happened.” Truer words were never spoken. 


‘As the confidential assistant to the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the 1912 
National Democratic Committee, the author 
of this article was at all times during the 
campaign in close touch with the Committee 
members, particularly with Mr. Baruch and 
Mr. Morgenthau, Sr. The author. of this 
article was known to Mr. Baruch from the 
day this author was born until the day Mr. 
Baruch died. Dr. Simon Baruch, Bernard’s 
father, was the family doctor of this author’s 
family and more or less ushered this author 
into the world. Mr. Baruch courted this 
author’s eldest sister and was a frequent 
visitor to our city and country homes. There 
were no secrets in the 1912 National Demo- 
cratic Committee that were unknown to the 
author of this article. 


-One matter remained a secret from the 
public for many years and to this day is 
unknown to the public. The financial backers 
of President Woodrow Wilson were also, to 
a very large extent, the financial backers 
of ex-President Roosevelt. The financial 
backers of President Wilson were told in no 
uncertain terms unless they also financed 
ex-President Roosevelt’s Bull Moose cam- 
paign, they could forget all about electing 
Woodrow Wilson. The author of this article 
recalls how members of the Committee, when 
formal meetings ended at our 200 Fiith 
Avenue headquarters, would turn to each 
other and jokingly ask, “How is our other 
candidate doing?”
